A FAST-FL \Hn TRAIN,

On n ‘rwentf-l"onr Inch Track the
Inventor Hopes to Develop KHigh
Kpend,

From thae New York Herald,

A Washington man has Invented a
fust-Nying train and track, both of
unique construction, The track Is
only twenly-four Inches wide between
the ralls, The new road will require a
riil having the ordinary width across
the top, but it will be nine and one-
half [nehes deep, or high. They are
Inld two [feet mpart and tied, or bolted,
together by heavy steel braces, and It
Is expected that the unusual depth of
rall will glve a solidity in construction
never before attained, On the outslde
of each malin rall, and six inches from
it, rise heavy uprights, two feet In
height, supporting on thelr upper ends
pngle {ron glrders, forming a flat, con-
tinuous auxiliary ralling, upon which
cushlon any toppling tendencles of the
CATSs.

Motive power for the road is to be
electricity. The cars and train of the
Inventor's ereatlon are unlque, llke his
roadway. The body of each car is to
be nearly eylindrical, having only the
flattened aren made by the floor. The
Inside helght, or head room. will be
about nine feet, In place of the usual
twelve feet, thus redueing to the low-
est limits the resistance of alr pros-
sure angailnst the outer surface. The
